Nefit  to  this 
is  the  aame  apparatus  witb  radiators  in  the 
cellar.  Both  of  tUoau  have  the  advantage 
that  they  provide  effectually  against  over¬ 
heated  air,  and  agaiust  the  introduction  of 
cuol  gas  iuw>  rooms,  but  Us-J  are  So  expen 
si  vo  as  to  plwCe  them  beyond  the  reatgi  afi 
my  who  are  thus  cuwptlUai  to  adopt 
lot  la-coiled  the  liot  am  taraace. 

Out  of  tbe  whole  number  of  houses 
heated  with  hot-air  furnaces  there  are  reia 
lively  very  lew  in  which  the  odor  of 
ooal  gaa  M  not  sometimes  perceptible. 
When  the  draft  of  the  chimnry  is  weaken 
ed  by  uniavoiable  winds  or  a  heavy  atnma- 
p  tie  re  ;  or  when  the  pressure  within  be 
onasea  unusually  great  Irom  the  gen.- rat  ion 
of  a  l  -rge  volume  of  gas,  if  there  lm  the 
sinaBeat  possible  opening  in  the  furnace 
ifom  an  imperfect  joint  or  from  other 
cause  this  gaa  will  Hud  its  way  into  the 
hot-air  chamber. 

The  hot-air  chamber  of  evwy  furnace 
should  b«  provided  with  an  evaporating 
<lJkh,  whiiW  Should  be  constantly  supplied 
with  water  when  the-  air  issuing  from  the 
registers  is  too  dry.  When  tjje  furnace  is 
r&iigtflrfit  a  very  tow i  rate,  at  wuen  thp 
atewwaphere  livery  ha  rand,  this  wifibecofae 
unnecessary. 

Cold  air  should  always  be  supplied  to  a 
iuruoce  from  out  of  doors.  It  is  a  great 
fault  with  moat  ii  not  nil  porfaiL  furnaces 
that  the  air  supply  comes  from  the  cellar, 
and  is  more  or  less  loaded  with  Coal-dust 
aud  ashes,  and  often  with  unwholesome 
gases. 

There  is  uothisr- whatever  to  be  said  in 
favor  of  stoves  ana  ranges  with  beater  at¬ 
tachments.  They  are  all  exceedingly  faul¬ 
ty  in  co  istructioo,  and  should  uot  be  toler¬ 
ated  in  any  house. 

Every  room  in  a  house  should  be  sup¬ 
plied  with  n  thermometer,  which  should 
uot  be  allowed  to  indicate  a  higher  tem 
pexature  than  70*  When  plants  do  not 
floarrsli  in  »  hounv  it  is  an  indication  that 
the  air  is  too  dry,  or  that  it  contain!  coal 
gas.  The  habit  of  standing  over  an  open 
register  u  suicidal.
